Plan Commission to hear from public 
on proposed pool parlor, liquor license

\^Obtaining a liquor license is 
proving to be no easy shot to the cor- 
ner pocket for Eva Czamy. Czarny 
hoped for the' Llndenhurst ViUage 
Board lo approve her request for a 
new "Class A" liquor license for 
Grazy Cue, a billiards parlor. she 
wants to open in Linden Plaza. 

Instead, her request has been 
postponed, pending a public hear- 
ing before the Plan Commission. 

At present; there are only two 
licenses_permitting,jilcpholic bever- 
age service' in the village. Both are 
held by restaurants: RJ's Ejatery and 
Rigby's. Czarny's would be the first 
request in the village for a liquor 
license for a business that is primar- 
ily based on amusement rather than 
food service. 



At the May 12 meeting of the 
Board of Trustees, Czamy encoun- 
tered some controversyj as some vil- 
lage residents and trustees 
expressed reservations about the 
project, while others touted it as a 
boon to the village's economy. 

After hearirig comm,ents from 
the public, the_ board and Czamy 
"agreed to postpone her request for 
the liquor license and to combine 
her request for a special use permit 
for abilliard hall and arcade with her 
request for special use with liquor 
license. v. y 

A public hearing on the com- 
bined request will beheld atthe Plan 
Commission meeting on 
Wednesday, June 4, at 7:30 p.m. at 
the Village.HaU. At that time, public 
input, will be heard regarding 
whether the Plan Commission 
should recommend granting both 



special use permits to the business. 

In the interim, the village board 
invites public comment.to bedlrect- 
ed to the village hall by mail (2301 E. 
Sand Lake Road, Llndenhurst, . IL 
60046), telephone (847-356-8252), 
fax (847-356-8270) or by e-mail (lin- 
denhurstil@cs.com). , ' . 

A previous request for input gar- 
nered only a half-dozen responses.

, Virgie Brown, manager'of linden Plaza, 
responded by describing previous incidents in 
the plaza, by way of illustrating that liquor was 
not the reason for problems in the past, 

"We had trouble with Jammin' Java (a 
Christian youth coffeehouse that did not serve 
alcohol)," she said, as she recalled complaints of 
teenagers congregating in the plaza. 

"Little" Caesar's Pizza (which did not serve 
alcohol) had a drug problem," she said. 

"If anyone (in the plaza) sees anything that 
doesn't look right, I will know about it, and the 
Chief (of Police) will knovvabout it," she declared. 
"The biggest, complaint 1 hear is that there is 
nothing to do in lindenhursL" 

Resident Larry Threadgill asked, "Is tJiis a 



pool hall with a bar, or a bar with pool tables?" as 
he expressed his fear that people would "come in 
to drink, not to play pool." 

Czamy has described her plan for the 6,000- 
square-foot bi-Ievel space as a main level witli 
pool tables and a small bar.iA^th about a dozen 
seats, and a second level with arcade games. 

John Miller, owner- of the Linden 
Barbershop, one of the mainstays of Linden 
Plaza, argued, "Larry has a misconception about 
pool halls of the day. It is not like the '60s and 
-70s." . . 

The board seemed divided as weU, with four 
of the sue niembers supporting fiirther explo- 
ration of the liquor license request, while two, 
Maiy McCarthy and Fred Messmer, were pre- 
pared to say "no" on the spot 

"I'd say yes (to proceeding)," said Trustee 
CarolZerba.

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OnAugust31,1949/Secretaryof 
Defense Louis Johnson announced 
the creation of an Armed Forces 
Day to replace separate Army, Navy 
and Air Force Days. The single-day celebra- 
tion stemmed from the unification of the 
Armed Forces under one department— the 
Department of Defense. Each of the military 
leagues and orders was asked to drop spon- 
sorship of its specific service day in order to " 
celebrate the newly announced Armed Forces 
Day. The Army, Navy and Air Force leagues 
adopted the newly formed day. The Marine 
Corps League declined to drop support for 
Marine Corps Day but supports Armed 
Forces bay, too. 

In a speech announcing the formation of 
the day, President Truman "praised the work 
of the military services at home and across 
the seas" and said, "it is vital to the security of 
the nation and to the establishment of a 
desirable peace." In an excerptfrom the 
Presidential Proclamation of Feb. 27, 1950, 
Mr. Truman stated: 

"Armed Forces Day, Saturday, May 20, 
1950, marlcs the first combined demonstration 
by America's defense team of its progress, 
under the National Security Act, towards the 
goal of readiness for any eventuality. It is the 
first parade of preparedness by the unified 
forces of our land, sea, and air defense. " 

The theme of the first Armed Forces Day 
was "Teamed for Defense." It was chosen as a 
means of expressing the unification of all the 
military forces under a single department of 
the government. Although this was the theme 
for the day, there were several other purposes 
for holding Armed Forces Day. It was a t^fpe of

educational program for civilians, one in 
which there would be an increased awareness 
of the Armed Forces. It was designed to 
expand public understanding of vyhat type of 
job is performed and the role of the military in 
civilian life. It was a day for the military to 
show state-of-the-art equipment to tlie civil- : 
ian population tliey were protecting. And it 
was.aday to honor and acknowledge the peo- 
ple of the" Armed Forces of the United States. 

According to a New York Times article 
published on May 17, 1952: "This is the day on 
which we havethe welconie opportunity to 
pay special tribute to the men and women of 
the Armed Forces...to all the individuals who 
are in the service of their country all over die 
worid. Armed Forces Day won't be a matter of 
parades and receptions for a good many of 
tliem. They will all be in line of duty and some 
ofthem may give their lives in that duty." 

The first Armed Forces Day was celebrated 
witli parades, open houses, receptions, and air 
shows. All across the country, the American 



people joined together to honor the Armed 
Forces. As die people gathered to honor the 
Armed Forces on this occasion, so too did the 
country's leaders. Some of die more notable of 
diese leaders' quotes are stated below: 

"Armed Forces Day, Saturday, May 20, 
1950, marks the first combined demonstra- 
tion tiy America's defense team of its 
progress, under the National Security Agt, 
towards the goal of readiness for any eventu- 
ality.

Cats nap — only humans put them to sleep." 
And now Sandra Kooper and her partner Rebecca 
Adler, volunteers for Spay and Stay, are busy working 
hard to finally put a stop to the killing of 
hundreds of thousands of innocent, loving cats every 
yeiar as a form of ariimal con- 
trol— all because some pet 
owners will not have their cats 
spayed or neutered, preventing 
unwanted kittens from being 
born. 

To achieve this goal, the 
young, caring women have 
been making the rounds to var- 
ious village board meetings in 
Lake County trying to get the 
communities excited and

• This program has volunteers going out in neighborhoods, trapping 
feral cats {cats that have escaped from domestication and become wild) 
and bringing them to a veterinarian, then having them spayed or 
neutered and returned to their colony. 

This helps to halt the explosive birth rate of kittens that are 
born in the wild. . ' 

"A feral cat is typically the offspring of an abandoned pet 
cat," said Adler. "When a cat is abandoned, it has to make its 
way outside and teaches its kittens to siirwve. The problem is 
with humans abandoning their pets. In almost 100 percent of 
the cases, people will tell us stories like 'the person two doors 
dovm moved and left their five cats' or 'someone dumped their 
pets in the forest preserve,'" said Adler. 

"Removing thes^ cats and killing them is just penalizing the . V 
cats and they are not there through any fault of their own. It's people in every case, that we 
know of in our pilot program, that have caused this problem, and so people should solve it," 
said Adler. ' \.- . 

"Trapping and killing does not work. TyjDically a municipality will call Animal Control and 
they will come in and get some of the cats but they typically never get all of diem." 

Adler said that for example, in a large mobile home community in Lake County Animal 
Control had acontract in the mid-90's and were picking up 300-400 cats each year and killing 
them. And every year there would be 300-400 more cats back in the same places. 

"It had no effect because obviouslj^'iH'e^' can't catch all of them. By contrast, when we work 
with a caretaker, the ones who feed the cats in their yards, who know where the cats hide and 
know their patterns— we can eventually catch them all." 

Thus far in Spay and Stay's pilot program in Lake County, tlie organization has helped 
more than 200 cats by spaying and neutering them. 

Sbcty-four percent of the cats have been returned to their colonies after being rabies-vaccl- . 
nated, spayed or neutered and micro-chipped in dieir ear. 

"They are not going to be breeding, their hormones are not raging so they're not fighting, 
diey're not yowling, they're not roaming and they are so much calmer and better," said Adler. 

Nine percent of the cats caught by Spay and Stay have been relocated to barns, while 25 
percent have been adopted and only two percent have been euthanized because of severe ill- 
ness. 



"Most people want a humane solution to the problem of 
feral cats," said Adler. 

Spay and Stay is a non-profit organization and 
works off of donations. 

It subsidizes the cost of surgery, but does require 
a $25 co-payment from the caretakers, who are usu- 
ally happy to pay it because the usual cost is 
, around $100. 

If the caretaker is on a fixed income, the 
group will subsidize the entire cost 

At an April Committee of the Whole 
meeting in Round Lake Heights, Adler and 
Kooper gave a presentation to Mayor Terry 
Lumpldhs and his board of trustees, after 
being invited by Police Chief Don Johnson, 
on why the village should hiie Spay and 
Stay to control its feral cat population. 

Kooper told the board that Spay • 
and Stay actually helps to foster good 
relationships between tlie cats and 
the residents, 
. "I see this as not only help- 
ing Xho. cats, but as community .

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On August 31, 1949, Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson announced 
the creation of an Armed Forces

Tlie single-day celebra- 
tion stemmed from tlie unification of the 
Armed Forces under one department— the 
Department of Defense. Each of the military 
leagues and orders was asked to drop spon- 
sorship of its specific service day In order to ' 
celebrate the newly announced Armed Forces ■ 
Day. The Army, Navy and Air Force leagues 
adopted the newly formed day. The Marine 
Corps League declined to drop support for 
Marine Gorps Day biit supports Armed 
Forces Day, too. 

In a speech announcing the formation of 
the day, President Truman "praised the work 
of the military services at home and across 
the seas" and said, "it is vital to the security of 
the nation and to the establishment of a - 
desirable peace." In an excerpt.from the 
Presidential Proclamation of Feb. 27, 1 950, 
Mr. Tmman stated: 

"Armed Forces Day, Saturday, May 20, 
1950, marks the first combined demonstration 
by America's defense team of its progress,, 
under the National Security Act, towards the 
goal of readiness for any eventuality. It is the 
first parade of preparedness by the unified 
forces of our land, sea, and air defense. " 

Tlie theme of the first Armed Forces Day 
was "Teamed for Defense." It was chosen as a 
means of expressing the unification of all the 
military forces under a single department of 
the government. Although this was the tlieme 
for die day, there were several other purposes 
for holding Anned Forces Day. It was a type of

educational program for civilians, one in 
which there would be an increased awareness 
of die Armed Forces, It was designed to 
expand public uriderstandingof what type of 
job is performed and die role of the military in 
civilian life. It was a day for die military to 
show state-of-the-art equipment to the civil- 
Ian population they vyereprotecting. And it 
was a day to honor and acknowledge the peo- 
ple of the Armed Forces of the United States. 

According to a New YorkTinies ardcie 
published on May 17, 1952: "This is die day on 
which we have the welcome opportunity to 
pay special tribute, to the men and women of 
die Armed Forces.,.to all die individuals who 
are in the service of their country all over the 
wodd. Armed Forces Day won't be a matter of 
parades and receptions for a good many of 
them. They will all be in line of duty and some 
of them may give their lives in that duty." 

The first Armed Forces Day was celebrated 
widi parades, open houses, recepdons, and air 
shows. All across die country, the American 



people joined together to honor the Armed 
Forceis. As the people gathered to honor the 
Armed Forces on this occasion, so too did the 
country's leaders. Some of die more notable of 
these leaders' quotes are stated below: 

. "Armed Forces Day, Saturday, May 20, 
1950, marks the first combined demonstra- 
tion by America's defeiise team of its 
progress, under the National Security Agt, 
towards the goal of readiness for any eventu- 
ality. It is the first parade of preparedness by 
the unified forces of our land, sea, and air 
defense."

Oh his ciiances, "As long as I don't let 
poor shots get me down, I think I've got a 
good shot," Schacli said. "I just need to be 
relaxed, like 1 was at Stonewall, and don't let 
the nerves get to me." 

Schach had kept his game fine-tuned by 
playing in Florida and Texas on several occa- 
sions over the summer. A couple of week's 
ago, he won theDuPage County Classic when 
he shot a two-day total of 7-under-par, best- 
ing another pretty good player in 
Wauconda's Josh Esler by two strokes.

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illing cats as a means of animal control is not 
the answer according to animal loving mem- 
bers of the Stay and Spay organization of " 
Lake County. 
In fact, one of the favorite sayings of this group 
is, "Cats nap— only humans put tliem to sleep." 

And now Sandra Kooper and her partner Rebecca 
Adler, volunteers for Spay and Stay, are busy working 
hard to finally put a stop to the killing of 
hundreds of thousands of innocent, loving cats every 
year as a form of animal con- 
trol — all because some pet 
owners will not have their cats 
spayed or neutered, preventing 
unwanted kittens firom being 
bom. 

To achieve this goal, the 
young, caring women have 
been making the rounds to var- 
ious village board meetings in 
Lake County trying to get the 
communities excited and

• This program has volunteers going out m neighborhoods, trappmg 
feral cats (cats that have escaped from domestication and become wild) 
and bringing them to a veterinarian, then having them spayed or 
neutered and returned to their colony. * ; 

This helps to halt the explosive birth rate of kittens that are 
bominthewlld. 

"A feral cat is typically the offspring of an abandoned pet 
cat," said Adler. "When a cat is abandoned, it has to make its 
w'ay outside and teaches its kittens to sutvive. The problem is 
with humans abandoning their pets. In almost 100 percent of 
the cases, people wUl tell us stories like 'the person two doors 
down moved and left their five cats' or 'someone dumped their 
pets, in the forest preserve,^" said Adler. 

"Removing thes? cats and killing them is just penalizing the . 
cats and they are not there through any fault of theu- own. It's people in every case, that we 
know of in our pilot program, that have caused this problem, and so people should solve it," 
said Adler, ' ' ^^ 

"Trapping and killing does not work. TVpically a municipality will call Animal ConUrol and 
they will come in and get some of the cats but they typically never get all of them." 

Adler said that for example, in a large mobile home community in Lake County Animal 
Control had a contract in the mid-90's and were picking up 300-400 cats each year and killing 
them. And every year there would be 300-400 more cats back in tlie same places. 

"It had no effect b'ecau^d obviouslj?'ih?ey can't catch all of them. By contrast, when we work 
with a caretaker, the ones who feed the cats in their yards, who know where the cats hide and 
know their patterns— we can eventually catch tliem all. " 

Thus far in Spay and Stay's pilot program in Lake County, the organization has helped 
more than 200 cats by spaying and neutering them. 

Sbcty-four percent of the cats have been returned to dieir colonies after being rabies-vacci- , 
nated, spayed or neutered and micro-chipped in dieir ear. 

"They are not going to be breeding, their hormones are not raging so they're not fighting, 
they're not yowling, they're not roaming and they are so much calmer and better," said Adler. 

Nine percent of the cats caught by Spay and Stay have been relocated to bams, while 25 
percent have been adopted and only two percent have been euthanized because of severe ill- 
ness. 



"Most people want a humane solution to the problem of 
feral cats," said Adler. 

Spay and Stay is a non-profit organization and 
works off of donations. 

It subsidizes the cost of surgery, but does require 
a $25 co-payment from the caretakers, who are usu- 
ally happy to pay it because die usual cost is 
\ around $100. 

If the caretaker is on a fixed income, the 
group will subsidize the entire cost 

At an April Committee of the Whole 
V . meeting in Round Lake Helots, Adler and 

> Kooper gave a presentation lo Mayor Terry 
I Lumpklhs and his board of trustees, after 
being invited by Police Chief Don Johnson, 
on why die village should hire Spay and 
Stay to control its feral cat population. 

Kooper told the board that Spay 
and Stay actually helps to foster good 
relationships between the cats and 
the residents. 
, "I see this as not only help- 
ing the cats, but as conununity .

building," said Kooper. "Ninety percent of 
the time you can solve a problem by talking 
to the people in tlie neighborhood. We will 
even go as far as buying a car cover if that 
will solve your problem of a cat walking 
across it," she added. 

According to Kooper, a village has only 
two alternative choices to the Trap, Neuter 
and Return program. 

One is to do nothtngand allow die over- 
population of cats to reach unmanageable 
numbers, tiie other is to keep trapping and 
killing cats which is both inhumane and 
costly. 

On the other hand, if a village chooses to 
have Spay and Stay control its problems, the 
cats are humanely trapped,,sterilized and 
vaccinated against rabies. Unadoptable cats 
are returned to the environment in which 
they are living. Volunteer caretakers then 
provide food.water, and clean shelters for 
tlie cats while monitoring their health. All 



cats that have been sterilized are ear-lipped 
to provide visual identification of tlie mem- 
bers of a managed colony. In addition to the 
ear-tip, all cats receive a microchip for addi- 
tionalidendfication should they be picked 
up by Animal Control. 

Efforts are also made to find adoptive 
homes for friendly adult cats, some of which 
are abandoned domestic cats, which can 
result in an immediate reduction in die 
number of cats in a colony. 

Mayor Lumpkins told the women the 
board would consider Spay and Stay's pro- 
posal and let diem know its decision at tlie 
next board meeting in May. 

Many people worry about feral cats pos- 
ing a healtli risk. According to a study con- 
ducted by Stanford University, there is vir- 
tually no lieallli risk to humans from feral 
cats.

Pour in the shrimp stock and return the bacon to the pot Bring the gumbo to a boil, then 
thicken it gradually with the roux until a smooth, rich consistency Is achieved. Cover the pot 
and simmer for 1 hour. When ready to serve, return the peeled shrimp to the pot and add 
the crabmeat. Season to taste with Creole seasoning and hot sauce. Remove and discard 
the bay leaves. Serve in soup bowls over white rice.

Anna Barnstable, M-D., 
'a woman ahead of Her time' 

Respected former Waukegan physician dies at 86

When Anna Ernestine Barnstable, M.D. 
died on April 22, she left behind a legacy of 
inspiration for all those who would defy con- 
vention and live a fiill and rewarding life. 

In a eulogy delivered at her memorial ser- 
vice on May 10, James Killian, vice president of 
Lake Forest Hospital and long time friend, said, 
"God broke the mold when he created her." 

Barnstable, known affectionately to many 
as "Dr. B.," was bom on May 31, 1916, to Edidi 
(nee Wilson) and Ernest Barnstable on dieir 
farm in Gumee, on the site of what is now a 
Great America roller coaster. 

It might be fitting tliat a roller coaster marks 
her birthplace, as her life took her on a ride few 
women of her generation have experienced. 

Barnstable's life began in Gurnee, and con- 
tinued in Waukegan, where she graduated from 
high school in 1933. 

She went on to attend Lake Forest College, 
graduating cum laude in 1937. She continued 
her studies at Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago, and became a clinical medical tech- 
nologist. 

. In 1945, she began her trek off the beaten 
path. She broke two conventions at once, as 
she, a woman, entered medical school at the 
University of Illinois at the ripe old age of 29. 

She graduated in 1949, and served her 
internship at Grant Hospital in Chicago. 

She again broke the mold when she com- 
pleted her fellowship u^ining in anesthesiology 
in 1954, and became the firet board certified 
physician-anesthesiologist serving Lake 
County. 

She was, in Killian's words, "a woman 
ahead of her time." A former president of the 
Chicago Society of anesthesiologists, she 
retired from medical practice in 1986. 

In 1992, she was awarded an Alumni 
Distinguished Service Citation from Lake 
Forest College. 



Although she never married or had chil- 
dren, her personal touch was most apparent in 
the way she handled her younger patients. 

"She would come to the children's rooms 
herself," recalled Killian. "She would show 
tliem tlie mask in the room." By the time a child 
was in the operating room, instead of struggling 
against the anesthesia mask, the young patient 
would willingly put it on himself. 

Barnstable created trust in her patients 
through her informal approach. 

"She would sit with patients and their fam- 
ilies, having what looked like a social conversa- 
tion," Killian explained. "But during the conver- 
sation, she vras doing a medical evaluation." 

Barnstable credited her training in family . 
practice as die genesis of her skills in dealing 
wiUi patients. 

Her attention to detail marked every aspect 
of her life. She recorded her personal activities 
in a logbook. She captured her extensive travels 
in both picture and vinitten word. She even 
charted her oVvn medical care and progress 
during her final weeks at Victory Lakes 
Continuing Care Center in Lindenhurst. 

Although niost of her career was in the 
Waukegan area, her curiosity took her all over 
the worid. She visited hospitals and operating 
rooms in as disparate places as the QE-2 cruise 
ship, bush hospitals in AiHca and the Chilean 
Air force Base in Antarctica. Antarctica was the 
seventh continent Barnstable' visited. She took 
the trip at the age of 80. 

Every year, Barnstable would go to her fam- 
ily's 640-acre wheat farm in Meade County, 
l6insas, where she would oversee harvesting. 

Her travels afforded her an opportunity to 
hone her photographic skills. 

She was also known for her love of enter- 
taining, often hosting diner parties at her 
Waukegan home. She was predeceased by her 
parents and her sister, Elizabeth Welch. 

Her memorial service was held at First 
United Methodist Church, Waukegan, where 
she was a member of the congregation.

Could Glenbrook 

real-time hazing 

happen here? 

As any parent knows who has guided offspring through the 
tumultous teenage years, high school students sometimes 
do stupid things despite all the admonitions of mom and 
pop, and the vigilance of school authorities. 

Still, that doesn't mean parental guidance and supervision at 
school can only go so far. How far can and should the adult world 
go to protect children under their direction getting involved in 
blockheaded and dangerous behavior? In the case of the now infa- 
mous hazing incident at Glenbrook North High School, that sur- 
veillance didn't go far enough. 

In a sort of veiled admission with carefully nuanced statements, 
school officials indicated knowledge of "something coming down." 
Good heavens, they were aware of the so-called Powder Puff foot- 
ball frolic happening in some form every spring for the past 20 
years. They did nothing. Authorities found thoughtless parents 
abetting dangerous activity by buying beer for the kids. 

For tolerating a nasty event as a "rite of passage" by rambunc- 
tious teenage girls, Gtenbrook's administrators deserve censor. We 
hope the cops throw the book at the parents stupid enough to sup- 
ply alcoholic beverages. 

In fairness to school administrators, the tenor of tlie times does- 
n't tolerate a whole lot of intervention in teenage behavior, espe- 
cially non-school hours. Let's face it, preemptive action by the 
school probably would have prompted an outburst of parental 
protests from overiy protective parents. Certainly, if police had 
been brought into investigate the 2003 renewal of erstwhile hazing 
"fun," predictable lawsuits would have been filed against both the 
school and local law enforcement. In fact, the lawsuit stage 
already is developing. 

A strong case can be made that the Glenbrook hazing escapade 
that backfired this year is the result of a culture that has cultivated 
tolerance and lowering of standards to a dangerous level. Adults 
tend to turn their heads and hope for the best in too many cases of 
youthful misbehavior. 

We don't tolerate bullying at the elementary school level. 
Hazing whether mental or physical has no place in the pre-adult 
experience in our secondary schools, either. That's the message 
emanating from Glenbrook North. 

Buy a bridge, 
buy SBC deal 

If you believe all the political blather about the new phone deal 
in Illinois making your life easier and less costly, tlien send in a 
check to buy your share of the Brooklyn Bridge. 
Even since deregulation of telephone communications 
was instituted under the guise of creating competition, the 
Illinois phone business has been a mess and now it's getting 
messier. 

SBC Communications Inc., the successor to Ameritech, which 
was the successor of Illinois Bell Telephone Co. — "Ma Bell" that 
we all knew and loved — now has the legal muscle to hammer 
AT&T, MCI, the Sprints of the worid and all the other resellers who 
were able to purchase, with the help of legislators and the Illinois • 
Commerce Commission, lines at bargain rates and peddle them to 
consumers looking for low-cost service. Only after buying into 
delivery nightmares did consumers realize that their lives hadn't 
improved at all as far as telephone communications was con- 
cerned. 

The new law benefitting SBC was positioned as a saver of jobs 
and an uplift for a mushy economy. Critics and consumer advo- 
cates insist promises of new lower rate structure and the possibility 
of easing of rate pressure is a pipe dream. Notice how the support- 
ers of the boon for SBC are all in the political arena. That ought to 
tell you something. 

Gov. Hod Blagojevich, a champion for rate balm for SBC, is tak- 
ing a lot of heat. And there'll be more. But he can afford to, 
according to campaign disclosure information. As they say, Illinois 
is the home of clout. 

If the new phone bill creates what amounts to an unrestricted 
SBC monopoly, then members of the ICC will have their work cut 
out. They can train their guns on big, bad SBC. That would be 
ironic, but history has the habit of repeating itself.

If] had SB million to fritter away, I just 
might head for the nearest gambling 
casino and pitch the money into video 
poker and slot machines. 

Why? Because they're fantastic fun. Also, 
I would like to see the looks on the faces of 
the gadflies who would get their knickers in 
a twist and their underwear in a bundle at 
my behavior. 

Former Secretary of Education William 
Bennett shocked the busybodies last week 
when it was reported he lost about $8 mil- 
lion in the last 10 years playing poker and 
slots in exclusive high-stakes rooms at lead- 
ing casinos. 

Bennett says he didn't lose all that 
money. "Over 10 years, I'd say I've come out 
pretty close to even," he said. 

Bennett's books and speeches advocat- 
ing traditional virtues have made him rich 
and famous, so the puritanical snoops who 
check casino records have labeled him a 
hypocrite. 

One day last year he reportedly lost 
$340,000 in Atlantic City, and last month 
$500,000 in Las Vegas., ,,, .:,,fi'. 

Says his wife: "He's notoetting away the 
family's fortunes and it's not really any- 
body's business." 

Says Bennett: "I adhere to the law. I 
don't play the 'milk money.* I don't put 
my family at risk and I don't owe anyone 
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anything." ■ 

Our widespread acceptance of gambling 
has been called an example of moral 
decline. But gambling always has been an 
insidious lure. The cavemen played with 
dice carved from animal bones. The ancient 
Romans bet heavily on gladiator fights and 
chariot races. 

During American frontier days, gam- 
bling was socially acceptable. Out west, the 
gaming tables were a sort of substitute gold 
mine, a chance to strike it rich rapidly. 

Racetracks and state lotteries (the ulti- 
mate ripoff) fear the casino competition. 
And well they should, especially the lottery 
which pays out only 51 cents for each dollar 
bet. 

The slots pay back perhaps 90 per- 
cent, at best, so it's impossible to win 
over the long haul. On a lucky day some 
people manage to walk away as winners, 
but state gaming boards report the aver- 



age casino gambler drops from $35 to $70 
a session. 

The last time I visited a casino (quite a 
while ago) I got four of a kind while playing 
video poker. Wow, it paid a big bunch of 
quarters! The slot machine beeped out a lit- 
tle victoiy tune and the coins came tinkling 
down into a tin tray, making one of the 
sweetest sounds In all the world. Mine, all 
mine! 

It would be easy to get hooked on that 
kind of fun. 

The 1988 Indian Gaming and Regulatory 
Act lets tribes operate casinos and bingo 
halls on their reservations. .Tliere are a 
dozen such attractions in Wisconsin and 
nine riverboats are floating in Illinois. 

Chicago and Waukegan are trying to 
bring casinos to their cities. Some politi- 
cians also want to add slot machines to 
horse-racing tracks and legalize video-poker 
machines in restaurants and bars. 

The Oneida Indians' casino in Green 
Bay has created some 3,000 jobs for the 
tribe's people and others in the area. In the 
packed parking lot I saw an employee's car 
witli a bumper sticker that said, "John 
Wayne didn't kill us all." 

I was just kidding when I said I would 
gamble away my $8 million. After I bought 
myself a new set of golf clubs 1 would give 
the rest of the money to people who need it. 
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consequences to users of it?

Construction for the expansion of, the 
Feehari Memorial Library is under way at St. 
Mary of the Lake Seminary in Mundelein— the 
first major construction at the site in 70 years. 

The originaIlibrary;was built in 1929 and 
was named in honor of the first Archbishop of 
Chicago, Rev. Patrick Feehan. 

The library was designed to hold about 
100,000 voluihes orbool«; but currently has 
180,000 volumes. ,.;.;; 

"While the books are perfectly happy on 
the shelves, there is no place to sit and read 



them," said Father Thomas Balma of tlie St. 
Mary of the Lake Mundelein Seminary. "We 
haye only 12 chairs available." 

The new addition will continue the clas- 
sic Georgian Colonial Revival style of the 
remaining 14 buildings but will be technolog- 
ically advanced. 

"We desperately need to bring the library 
into the 21st century," Baima said. 

The library will also feature a special col- 
lection gallery for an artifact collection that is 
sitting in boxes in the basement. 

"The new library will produce the space to 
do public exhibitions," Baima said. "Some of 
the exhibits will have permanent display areas

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West Nile Virus-Part 1, Here to sta 




When just a few weeks ago, I 
wrote about the SARS "scare," 1 
thought," "Wlialever happened 
to West Nile Virus?" Where's all 
the press regarding tliis issue? Since we were 
first made aware of the disease's appearance 
in 1999, the press blitz it received has cer- 
tainly dissipated over the past two years. 

I was aware that the topic of West Nile 
Virus has recently been on the agenda at 
some of our local village government meet- 
ings, and has continued to be of primary con- 
cern' for the Department of Public Health. 
Last summer, the virus killed 284 people and 
sickened 4,156 people in 39 states and the 
District of Columbia. This was the worst-ever 
recorded outbreak, and health officials are 
alerting us that the Chicago area could expect 
another major outbreak. 

Riverwoods' trustee Sherry Graditor says, 
"Tiie projections indicate that West Nile Virus 
will be as bad or worse this year than last 
year. The village board has been addressing 
issues of drainage and backyard mosquito 
breeding in stagnant water areas." 

The story however, recently became big 
news generating major media attention 
shortly after the Chicago Tribune late last 
month reported about Morton Grove Mayor 
Dan Scanton, who contracted West Nile Virus 
last year and his wife Betty who died from the 
disease. Television cameras squeezed into a 
standing-room-only "North Suburban Forum 
on West Nile Virus: May 5 in Skokie, spon- 
sored by a panel of botli local, state and con- 
gressional politicians. Among the speakers 
there to provide an overview of the virus and 
discuss preventative measures and planned 
control efforts, were representatives from the 
EPA, Illinois Department of Public Health, 
mosquito Abatement Districts and the Cook 
County DeparUiient of Public Health. 

Their message was to caution Chicago 
area residents to take the disease seriously 
and remain vigilant, since Illinois was one of 
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the hardest hit areas last year with 877 cases 
and 62 deaths. This statistic, along with a 
sizeable loss of songbirds, was their argu- 
ment to justify the need for a coordinated 
effort among municipalities. 

Their suggested agenda would involve 
campaigns to create public awareness, edu- 
cation as to how we can protect ourselves 
and ways to eliminate areas of stagnant 
water where mosquitoes breed. It would also 
include the use of insect repellents and the 
widespread use of pesticides. Repellants 
. containing DEET remain controversial, and 
the use of any pesticide, according to the 
American Cancer society, always poses a risk 
to human health. 

The major controversy brevwng over this 
issue and the clash between environmental- 
ists and government entities is the story I'm 
going to cover next week. 

For now, what we're faced with is a mos- 
quito-borne virus that has been commonly 
found in Africa, West Asia, and the Middle 
East. It's closely related to St. Louis 
encephalitis virus found in the United States 
and is transmitted to humans, horses and 
other mammals by the bite of an infected 
mosquito. Biting a bird that carries the virus 
infects the mosquito. An infected mosquito 
can also spread the virus to a healthy bird. 
The disease is not transmitted by person-to- 
person contact, nor can it be contracted 
directly from infected birds. 

West Nile Virus first emerged in the New 
York metropolitan area in the fall of 1999 and 
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has since quickly spread west, last year 
reaching California. In Illinois, the virus was 
first identified in Septernber 2001, when lab- 
oratory tests confirmed its presence in two 
dead crows found in the Chicago area. Since 
then, it has a tremendous impact on birds. 
Most noticeably, there has been a tremen- 
dous drop in the blue jay and crow popula- 
tions. 

Most people who are infected with the 
West Nile Virus will not have any symptoms, 
and for the majority of those who do become 
ill, the infection is mild. Symptoms include 
fever, headache and body aches, and occa- 
sionaily swollen lymph glands and a skin 
rash that appears on the trunk of the body. 

The symptoms of severe infection (West 
Nile eincephalitis or meningitis) include 
headache, high fever, neck stiffness, muscle 
weakness, stupor, disorientation, tremors, 
coma, convulsions, muscle weakness and 
paralysis. Persons over 50 years of age have . 
the highest risk of incurring severe disease: 
Immunocompromised persons are even at 
greater risk. Cause for concern? Most defi- 
nitely. 

While much is still being discovered 
about the virus, ways to treat it, and the pos- 
sible development of a vaccine for its pre- 
vention, one thing is certain. The disease is 
here to stay, and we can be sure we'll be 
hearing a lot more about it in the warmer 
months to come. For now, it seems that West 
Nile Virus is certainly taking the spot light 
away from SARS.

The child becomes very dependent on and 
addicted to the help and learns to lean more and , 
more on it. There is not a real struggle on the part of 
the child anymore because the parent has made it 
comforting by stepping in right away. People who 
have read me for a long time know that my philoso- 
phy is that if there is not a struggle and no work or 
discipline involved in the attainment of sometliing, 
tlie success doesn't mean much. If it*s not your 
daughter's effort going into it. It dpesn;t mean as 
much to her to hand it in. Of course I am not asking 
you to just leave your daughter and let her struggle 
Intensely. 1 believe she needs help. It's the type of 
help that Is at issue though. 

If a child is "dying on the vine" with homework 
obviously some help Is necessary, but usually the 
type of help parents give naturally does more to 
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keep the problem going than to stop It and change 
it. Granted, some kids get lots of homework, but I 
find the problern.to more often be Uic child's difil- 
culty processing the information lie or she is getting 
in class right from the "get-go." tylost of the kids I 
have helped who exhibit this kind of behavior are 
notsyntliesizingall of the infonmationwhen they get 
it so they need to either be rc-taught later or Ihey 
avoid it. The first place I change this process Is to 
make kids quicker on the uptake. Ifa child can be 
quicker on the uptake in class, parents don't have to 
do that much work with them later. 

" Tliere are some who would say that it could be 
a memory or attention problem. Tlierc are a lot of 
professionals out there who feel that a child can 
iiave attention, memory, etc, problems with some 
things and not with others and stlU be diagnosable. I 
have always disagreed widi that.- In my world, prob- 
lems like that are across the board or they don't 
exist. Here is what I think happens...VVlien a child 
has processing weaknesses, certain things are dilfi- 
cuit and otlicrs are not Very few people have all of 
their skills at a low level. There are usually strengths 
and weaknesses. When sometliing Is enjoyable, and 
a child Is drawn to it, tliey use strengths to compen- 
sate for weaknesses. Some will tell you that it's 
ADHD, i don't buy it. For years, I have helped par- 
ents Seam how to get their kids to use the same effort 
for "icky" things as well as tlie fun ones vnili a lot of 



success. Chores, homework', etc. Each and every 
time It is the same. When parents know the right 
things to say and do, all of a sudden the cliild can dp 
it. If they can do It after; those kinds of changes, how 
can it be a biological or hard-\yired problem? With 
certain behavioral motivations, 1 have seen many , 
kids who have those exact problems bring it togeth- 
er completely without anything medical Involved. 
Each time I see it, I believe more and more that It is 
within the child's control to do these tilings effec- 
tively OS long as the adults in that child's world are 
doing tilings effectively. What to do...It's really sim- 
ple. Stop working so hard witli her. Instead, work 
smart with her. Find out if processing problems are 
a problem and train them. Find the right behavior 
motivation to get her doing what she Is supposed to 
and then enjoy your relationship together instead of 
doing this strug^e every night. There are obviously 
volumes more that I can say about this.

Job Cliange Is A Tough Decision

One of the most dltticult decisions that most employeos face 
Is whettiar to stay in a current Job or to start a job search, it Is 
difficult because few of us have ttie ability lo tell the future. 

There is risk Involved in these decisions. IHere a two exam- 
ples; A single mom decided to change {obs, primarily because 
ol the autocratic slyio of her current manager. One month after 
she made tha| switch to a different company, the old boss was 
introduced to hor as her new boss. In another situation, a Irlend 
who was.otfered a great opportunity decided to stay with an 
organization because of the security that the old, established 
fjmi oilerod. A year after he made that decision the organiza- 
tion was dissolved because some unethical business practices 
that misstated the companies financial position. 
In retrospect, both dacistons wore bad choices. Yet, both peo- 
ple did a thorough analysis in order to make the best decision 
possible. So how can one make the tiest job decision po$slble7 
A few simple steps will help. 

• Firstly, if there is significant immoral, unethical or Illegal 
activity at ones current employer, It Is time to find work else- 
where. Granted. In our specialized society few employees get 
to see ihe global perspective that a thorough vision of these 
problems demands. But when Issues ol that gravity are identi- 
fied and Internal atlerrvpts to resolve them are unsuccessful, It 
Is probably best to leave. Find another job. l-lowevor, it Is nec- 
essary to define the slgniricance ol Ihe Immoral or unethical 
behavior. The primary issues are that a company Is engaged In 
activity that is not what It appears and Is endangering life. For 
example, there Is the legend that a company was selling baby 
formula that It knew was nol provkllng the needed nutrllkin. It 
is legal to put an incomplelo product on the market. Although If 
they are selling it as a complete product or one could reason- 
ably expect It to be a complolo product It is Immoral. 

• Those who do not enjoy their jobs need to make a decision. 
The severity of the situation is again Ihe key. If all of the posi- 
tive ttilnking, prayers and altempts to change the sltuatkin have 
not helped, il may be time to look lor a new job, The severity 
can often be measured by the symptoms. Serious emotional 
(tineas. Is a good Indicator Ihal a change Is needed.' 
Sleeplessness, loss of appetite, ulcers, and other stress relat- 
ed disorders are indicators that a change may be needed. 

For. those who want a responsibility change, a job change 
may bo needed. In the past, employees were typically looking 
for jobs that gave thorn more responsibility, and subsequently 
more pay. Recently, I have talked to many people who are look- 
ing lor loss responsibility. They are doing this to avokl stress, ^ 
to spend more time with family or to spend more lime on hob- 
bles. The question In this case usually is the' balance. At what < 
point do the material things that Itie money from our jobs can 
buy loose meaning because of holes in other areas of life? i 
These are not easy docislons, and each person neods to eval- 
uate the benefits and liabiliiies on a periodic basis. Those who 
do not use criteria, such as those listed above, could make that 
decision based make an emotional decision. That is never a 
good choice.
